A graduate of the first class of 
Australian pitots at No. lit S.F.T.S. 
William Nisson, aged 24, was kill¬ 
ed in Australia on August 11 when 
a. Tiger Moth aircraft he was pilot¬ 
ing crashed from a height of 100 
feet. 

Recipients of this news last week 
were Mr. anil Mrs. John Mitchell, 
at whose home the young flier 
was a frequent visitor when he 
was stationed here. 

Newspaper clippings tell how the 
plane, a Royal Queensland Aero 
Club Tiger Moth, crashed at Mary¬ 
borough aerodrome a few seconds 
after taking off for Brisbane. Nis- 
sen had been giving flying instruc¬ 
tion to student pilots of the Mary¬ 
borough Aero Club and, after tak¬ 
ing off again had climbed to a 
height of about 100 feet when the 
plane appeared to make a modera¬ 
tely sharp left stall turn, then side¬ 
slipped and crashed to the ground. 
It skidded along the drome for 
about ten feet before bursting into 
flames. 

A passenger in the plane was 
Jack Tierney, 22, flight mechanic, 
and although flung clear by the 
impact of the plane, he received 
severe burns and shock. Nissen was 
hopelessly trapped in the cockpit 
of the blazing plane and the heat 
was so intense that no attempt to 
save him could be made. 

The dead pilot was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. W. R. Nissen of 
Kirkland Avenue, Greenslopes, 
Australia. He spent some years 
in Canada as a member of the 
R.A.A.F., first as a. student and 
then as an instructor, and Vulcan 
friends will be extremely sorry to 
learn of his utimely death.

The executive of the U.F.A. has 
made the fallowing statement in 
respect to the strike. 

“At any time the subject of di¬ 
rect action has been before our 
convention, the delegates have re¬ 
fused to endorse the principle. 
Neither our Board nor our Execu¬ 
tive therefore have any mandate to 
support or encourage strike action 
in any way. We have made that 
plain on all occasions during the 
past year. 

“In refusing to endorse the prin¬ 
ciple of direct action we have no 
doubt our delegates were guided 
by the well defined course of ac¬ 
tion followed by our organization 
in recent years, that is, to work in 
the fullest co-operation with other 
farm bodies in Canada through the 
Federation of Agriculture. 

“The federation now speaks for 
.’,50,000 farm families in Canada. 
Through that association we be¬ 
lieve we have made tremendous 
strides in the last few years in 
promoting those policies which are 
most essential to the farmers’ se¬ 
curity and well-being. 

“Having regard to the progress 
already made, our executive would 
rot part company with our affiliate 
bodies of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture by taking separate 
action on any matter of general 
importance without a very definite 
direct mandate from our annual 
convention.”

GARDEN IN ARCTIC 

The theme of the paper on agri¬ 
culture, given by Miss. V. Denni¬ 
son, was “Arctic Gardens.” In the 
garden of Mr. Gibson, principal 
of the Anglican residential school 
for Indians and Eskimos at Ak- 
levid, one finds a surprising vari¬ 
ety of vegetables. Irrigation is 
necessary and most plants must be 
started in greenhouses. Some plants 
remain in cold frames throughout 
the brief hot season of nearly 24 
hour sunshine. 

The permanent frost line has been 
lowered in some gardens from the 
normal of ten inches to a depth of 
eighteen inches by plowing deeper 
into the frozen earth each season. 
Many experiments are being made 
to add to the variety of vegetables 
and other crops to be grown in 
this region, by acclimatizing types 
from other areas.

Warning Given 
On Winter Wheat 


MONTY" VISITS OTTAWA 


As the season approaches when 
farmers will be seeding winter 
wheat within the areas designated 
for board operations, the Canadi¬ 
an M heat Board feels it should he 
made clear to growers of Alberta 
winter wheat and of the white 
spring varieties that there is no 
assurance that the 10 cent prem¬ 
ium now being paid for these 
wheats above No. 1 Northern Man- 
i’oba will be mainta'ned beyond thr 
end- of the present crop year. 

Under present market conditions 
these varities of wheat are readily 
saleable at the present prmiuin 
which will, of course, be paid dur¬ 
ing the crop year ending July "1, 
1!U7. 

For the future,-however, pay¬ 
ments for these wheats will be fixed 
at such premiums above or dis¬ 
counts below the spring varieties 
as the board may deem appropriate 
in the light of marketing prospects 
which will exist at the time when 
spreads are fixed for future crop 
years.

TOGETHER WITH UNITED 

FARMERS OF CANADA 
(SASKATCHEWAN SECTION) 
Presented to 

DOMINION CABINET IN 
AUGUST, 1946 

This, brief is being presented by 
the Alberta Farmers’ Union ami 
the United Farmers’ of Canada 
(Saskatchewan Section), repre¬ 
senting a total of 102,000 mem¬ 
bers. 

This delegation has come to 
Ottawa with a very dennite pur¬ 
pose. Since their inception, the 
farm organizations which we rep 
resent, have worked to one end, 
and that is to secure parity for the 
Agricultural portion of our popu¬ 
lation. 

By Parity, we mean a division of 
the National Income which will 
ensure the farmers their fair 
share. According to latest ava.'J- 
able figures, Agriculture now-, re¬ 
ceives about 20% of the National 
Income, notwithstanding the fact 
that one-third of the people oi 
Canada are employed in Agricul¬ 
ture. 

During the war, Canadian farm¬ 
ers submitted to intolerable condi¬ 
tions, to assist the National war 
effort, but they will now no longer 
tolerate such d sparity. The dis¬ 
satisfaction engendered by this 
situation is seriously affecting 
production in the West at the 
present time. 

We consider the announced de¬ 
sire of the Food and Agriculture 
Organization (F.A.O.) to estab¬ 
lish a definite measure of stability 
in the. Agricultural Industry, in 
order that a maximum production 
of high quality food may at all 
times be available, to be of the 
utmost importance to us, at this 
time. 

It is the considered opinion of 
the Western Canadian farmers 
that to maintain a high rate of ef¬ 
ficient production it is absolutely 
essential that farmers be paid a 
price for their products that will 
provide an equitable standard of 
living. ^ , 

We maintain that any price paid 
for farm produce which prevents 
efficient producers from maintain¬ 
ing a high operational and living 
standard, must ultimately result 
sumption, lower caloric intake and 
5n reduced production, lower con- 
consequent malnutrition, keeping 
in mind the possible future need 
for some means of stabilization 
and posibly, controlled produttion. 

With a view to remedying the 
conditions outlined in this pre¬ 
amble, we are submitting for your 
consideration, the following defin¬ 
ite requests and urge immediate 
ac tion on same: 

1. The immediate establishment 
of a permanent fact-finding 
board to determine Parity 
Prices, personnel of such 
board to be appointed equally 
by Farmers’ direct member¬ 
ship organizations, Labor, 
Business and Government. 

2. Prices for all farm products 
to be set on a basis of Parity 
as soon as such basis can be 
established by the fact-finding 
board, such prices to be open 
to revision at any time. 

3. Farm Prices until Parity is 
established: 

(a) Floor prices for wheat 
$1.55 per bushel basis No. 1 
Fort William for all wheat 
produced. 

(b) Other farm products to 
be maintained at present lev- 
eles. 

(c) Prices of all goods which 
affect farm production costs 
to be reinstated as of Sept¬ 
ember 10, 1945. 

(d) Abolition of (he present 
Domestic Price system on 
wheat whereby the Canadian 
public is subsidized at the 
expense of the wheat pro¬ 
ducer. 

(e) Participation Certifi¬ 
cates for each year’s wheat 
crop to be settled separately 
as soon as the crop is dis¬ 
posed of. 

4. Revision of the system of 
bonuses on feed grains where¬ 
by the livestock feeder who 

raises his own feed <rrjrn will 
also receive the full benefit 
of the bonuses. 

5. Removal of the 3 cent Fed¬ 
eral Gasoline War Measures 
Tax. 

6. Income Tax laws to he 
amended to conform with 
brief presented by Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture. 

7. Co-op Institutions should not 
be considered in the same 
category as joint Stock 
Companies and should there¬ 
fore not be subject to any 
corporation or inconip tax. 

8. A revision of the freight 
rate policy which discrimin¬ 
ates aga ; rfst Western Can¬ 
ada. 

' 9. The fullest possible use and 
exuansion of the Port of 
Chuivhill. 

10. Immediate abolition of the 
Winnine" Grain Exchange.

interests. But in a world in which the U.N. organ¬ 
ization functions effectively, in which atomic energy 
is internationally controlled, Yugoslavia demand for 
Trieste would be absurd, as is Britain’s policy of en¬ 
couraging Arab feudalism, or America’s support of 
reactionary forces or Russia’s projection of power. 

“Instead of using the immense progress achieved 
by the adoption of the U.N. charter, the Allied pow¬ 
ers renounced the unity thus achieved, and again 
face each other within the framework of jungle laws 
which has dominated international relations through 
the ages. All the achievements from the common 
fight against an almost invincible enemy; all the 
comradeship in arms have been swept away. Naked 
selfish interests have replaced them in the Confer¬ 
ence halls. Everything is dominated by fear. It is as 
it the San Francisco conference had never taken 
place and the U.N. charter never been acclaimed by 
the 51 nations. 

"The only way out is a return to the principles of 
the United Nations for which the war was fought. 
In the framework of those principles is a solution 
for every evil plaguing the Paris conference. Trans¬ 
fer of populations contested territory, reparations, 
protection of minorities can find solution only within 
Ij.N. framework. 

“The delegates of the 21 governments at the Peace 
conference must reorient their thinking and start 
considering themselves as members of the one or¬ 
ganization. Unless this is done quickly there is little 
hope left for a peaceful world.” 
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In npaking the annual Home 
Front Appeal the Salvation Army

Constant 
visits are paid to public hospitals 
to cheer up lonely patients. 

Young people’s activities of the 
Army embrace Guides and Scouts, 

Brownies and Cubs, junior bands 
and play centres, Girl Guides and 
Salvation Army Cadet Corps. 

There are Sunset lodges for age¬ 
ing ladies and Eventide homes for 
aged men in which to pass declin¬ 
ing years. There are 9 such homes 
in operation. 

Over a million knitted articles 
have passed through Red Shield H. 

Q. for troops on active service, and 
for comforts overseas. 

There are 18 Salvation Army 
hospitals in Canada, and several of 
these are expanding to meet new 
demands. 

For various reasons parents are 
unable to keep their children in 
their homes. So there are Salva¬ 
tion Army children’s homes in op¬ 
eration, with the children safely 
«.red for. 

There are endless new problems 
of readjustment rising out of 
World War 2.

I TITLE of an inspiring nature has emerged from 
4 * the Peace Conference in Paris. People who 
believed that the aims embodied in the Atlantic 
Charter were an honest pattern for a better world, 
and that- they represented a pledge on the part of 
the signers, are shocked by the Peace Conference 
developments. Even those who considered the At¬ 
lantic Charter little more than a pious hope are also 
disheartened by the current world scene. What is 
happening is apparently e. fiat negation of “united 
thought and action from which so much had been 
expected. 

The “Free World,” commenting on the confer¬ 
ence, says that it should now be clear that it was a 
tragic mistake to keep the Peace Conference outside 
the framework of the United Nations. During war 
years most experts on international affairs thought 
that the world organization should not be burdened 
with peace treaties. They proclaimed the necessity 
of first making a good peace and then letting the 
United Nations take over an ideal world.

ministers were away, so nothing 
was done and the strikers would 
brook no delay. They wanted to 
find facts and one of the facts 
they would find would be that 
they knew all the facts already 
and so does the government. 

Another fact that a fact-find¬ 
ing board would find is that it is 
unjust and Hlegal to spill cream 
belonging to a farmer because he 
does not believe it wise to strike 
for a fact-finding board. 

Still another fact that a fact¬ 
finding board would find is that 
any man has a right to use a 
public highway, for his lawful 
purposes and that a picket who 
d sputes his passage is not vastly 
different from a highwayman. 

Another fact that old and mid¬ 
dle-aged farmers know already 
is that after the other world war 
they were the first to feel the fell 
swoop of the depression. It came 
to them unbidden two years be¬ 
fore it hit other industries and 
the stock exchanges. If history 
repeat- itself, and it will, al¬ 
though forbidden by Mr. Cold- 
well, agriculture is in for the 
skirmish that precedes the final 
conflicts. It is entitled to protect 


itself but it is ridiculous to anti¬ 
cipate it by a demand for a fact¬ 
finding board—simply that and 
nothing more. 

It is usually people who are 
well paid who go on strike, as 
farmers have often discovered. 
Unable to do much along that 
line to better their own position 
they nevertheless offered little 
objection when others were de¬ 
manding a short hour day, a 
short-day week and a 19*A cent 
per hour increase in wages. Of¬ 
ten the farmers joined politically 
in support of labor unions whose 
successes increased the farmer’s 
purchase costs, without adding 
anything to his income.

For many years politicians us¬ 
ed to blame tariffs for the high 
cost of agricultural implements. 
Import duties were reduced yei 
prices went up not because im¬ 
port duties were reduced but be¬ 
cause wages (and taxes) had in¬ 
creased. Then the tariff on im¬ 
plements was practically abolish¬ 
ed, but with little effect on prices 
which were determined mainly by 
wages, freight rates and taxes. 

If governments will allow un¬ 
ions by threat or violence to ad¬ 
vance wages in some trades until 
they are out of line with others 
thert they must redress the bal¬ 
ance by subventions or price-fix¬ 
ing. None have suffered more 
than farmers through unequal re¬ 
wards of labor and they are sure¬ 
ly entitled to demand and expect 
something more substantial than 
a board of fact-finders.

The National Foundation for In¬ 
fantile Paralysis, New York, ad¬ 
vises that if poliomyelitis breaks 
out in your community the follow¬ 
ing suggestions should be fol¬ 
lowed: 

Avoid new contacts. Try not to 
mingle with crowds unnecessarily. 
(Schools and other gathering pla¬ 
ces, however, may remain open). 

Watch these symptoms. Head¬ 
ache, unexplained fever, a cold, 
even upset stomach may be the 
first symptoms of infantile paraly¬ 
se. 

Call your doctor immediately if 
any of these symptoms appear. 
Fxpert medical care may help 
prevent crippling. ’ 

Remember. Carry on your nor¬ 
mal activities. Infantile paralysis 
cannot be prevented but few of 
those stricken develop serious ill¬ 
ness and, with (rood care, the ma¬ 
jority will make satisfactory re¬ 
covery. 

Also remember that quick action 
often prevents crippling. 

June through September is the 
danger period when the following 
simple personal rules should be 
followed: 

Don’t get overtired.--Extreme 
fatigue makes you an easier vic¬ 
tim. 

Avoid chilling. Don’t stay too 
long in cold water. 

Keep clean. Wash hands before 
eating. Keep flies and other in¬ 
sects p way from food. 

Help keep your community 
4clean. Waste and exposed gar¬ 
bage may be sources of infection. 

Don’t swim in polluted waters. 

Avoid removal of tonsils and 
adenoids prior to and during polio 
epidemic season.

Sales Tax Like 
Thief in Night

The levy of which the citizen is 
least conscious is the sales tax. 
It creeps like a thief in the night, 
into the cost of practically every

article in the household, from food 


to clothing, to furniture,, tp tobuc- 
c and cosmetics, to light and heat 
and even to baby’s equipment. 

From 1 percent in 1920, the 
sales tax crept steadily upwards 
lil^e termites at the foundation of 
a building, increasing in its scope 
year by year, until reached 8 per¬ 
cent in 1936, which was three 
years before the war. 

Then by 1944, when the people 
were absorbed in winning the war, 
it slipped a nifty $404 millions into 
Mr. Ilsley’s hip pocket and this 
sum proved to be slightly higher 
than the average revenue of the 
Dominion during the twenty years 
from 1919 to 1939. 

Of course the common people 
did not kick about the sales tax. 
They did not even know that they 
were giving the government from 
this taxation source alone, enough 
money to have financed the gov¬ 
ernment for any average year be¬ 
fore the war. 

Smokers 

There are many other taxes be¬ 
sides the sales tax. For example 
the people liked to smoke during 
the war because it relieved ten¬ 
sion. So the government bored 
from within in true military style. 
Every time a lady lighted a cigar¬ 
ette at a bridge game,' she gave 
the government one cent. Every 
time a man bought a dollar’s 
worth of tobacco he gave the gov¬ 
ernment from 70 to 76 cents. All 
in all our smokers gave the gov¬ 
ernment $145 millions for the year 
1944 alone. 

The temperance people have al¬ 
ways been down on liquor, but 
they do not seem to be aware how 
profitable liquor drinking is to our 
taxing authorities. Every time a 
man buys a quart of scotch he 
gives $1.69 to the government, and 
every time he buys a quart of rye, 
he hands over $1.35 to Mr. Ilsley. 
Then the provincial government 
gets its feet in too, and by the time 
the taxes and the water are ex¬ 
tracted from the whiskey, there k> 
not much left to drink. 

The Cup of Tea 

But Mr. Ilsley is no' restricter of 
persons. He gets after the temper¬ 
ance people too by taxing their tea 
and coffee, and there is a big un¬ 
disclosed revenue in that line alone 
while even the children cannot buy 
a soft drink without dropping 2 
cents into the federal exchequer 
for every bottle of coke. 

Protection of Property 

But no method has yet been 
evolved under any system of gov¬ 
ernment to protect property from 
excessive taxation. In the old days 
the rulers made no bones about it, 
but simply seized property. In 
modern days our governments still 
make no bones about it, but they 
have perfected their technique by 
seizing only a sizeable portion of 
property by taxation, being care¬ 
ful to leave enough property in 
our hands to provide annual taxes 
for years to come. 

There is no reason in the world, 
why the common man due to the 
waste and extravagance of govern¬ 
ments, should be taxed for every¬ 
thing he uses from the time he 
gets up in the morning to that 
blpssed hour in the evening when 
he can get to bed. But even in bed 
he is taxed for the bed clothes, and 
the alarm clock on the table, and 
if he is unfortunate enough to 
owe money, the interest goes on 
just as inexorably as the tick of 
the clock. 

Tax Free C.ov’t Property 

Nobody disputes that taxation 
is necessary and that it is benefic¬ 
ial when applied equitably and in 
moderation. One of the soundest 
principles of taxation is that taxes 
should be paid by those who can 
afford them, and that they should 
pay in proportion to their ability." 

This principle should be acced¬ 
ed by all, yet it is not accepted by 
our taxing authorities. The fact is 
that our governments which im¬ 
pose taxes on the properties of 
their citizens, make themselves im 
mune from taxation, and compel 
the citizens to carry the load ot 
trx-free government properties in 
their own midst. 

Income Tax 

Our personal income tax now 
brings in seventeen times as rpuch 
as it did ten years ago, yet in 1946 
the country will still be $2,258.- 
000,00(1 in the red. Waste and ex¬ 
travagance cannot be tolerated in 
the post-war years. If the govern¬ 
ment does not retrench now, we 
w-ill have a repressive system of 
taxation for the next decade. 

Refore the war there were 41,000 
people working for the government 
at a payoll of $88,000,000. This 
year there are 150,000 people and 
a payroll of $229,000,000. 

That is only one instance of ex¬ 
travagance in government spend¬ 
ing-

Do We Want More 
Immigration? 


in areas of northern Europe and 
Asia where the climate is just as 
rigorous hs our.s and the soil, min¬ 
eral,' forest and potential tourist 
wealth is certainly not any riches, 
scores of millions of people are 
making a living. Without question 
a similar population could be sup¬ 
ported here, given time and in do¬ 
ing this we could be automatically 
removing from any other country 
the temptation to step into the 
Canadian north and to develop it 
mi its own behalf. We would also 
be creating a far broader base of 
taxpayers to share the burden of 
our enormous national overhead. 

Whether we want to go to the 
trouble and expense of this devel¬ 
opment is another matter. There 
is no guarantee that a larger pop¬ 
ulation alone brings greater hap¬ 
piness to the individual c tizen. But 
one thing we .should do is to weigh 
the pros and cons and deeide.There 
is an opportunity for a new popu¬ 
lation now that will not wait in- 
efinitely. 


Visitors to' Canada’s National 
Parks,where a day to day record 
is kept numbered approximately 
450,000 up to the end of July ac¬ 
cording to a statement released by 
the Honorourable J. A. Glen, Min¬ 
ister of Mines and Resources. This 
compares with an attendance of 
approximately 600,000 during the 
whole of 1946 and is perhaps indi¬ 
cative of the increased tourist 
tiavel all over Canada in this the 
first year of peace. 

During the month of July alone, 
60.873 visitors passed through the 
Eastern Gateway into Banff Na- 
tonal Park, Alberta, an increase 
in the number of visitors. Water- 
ton Lakes attendance figures 
jumped from 19,000 to 45,000; Elk 
Island, the home of the buffalo, 
from less than 10,000 to nearly 17- 
000; and Jasper National Park 
from 4,000 to 7,500 as compared 
with July of last year. 

All across Canada similar in¬ 
creases were noted. 

A feature of this year’s attend¬ 
ance at the National Park is the 
number of visitors bringing their 
own camping equipment, including 
manv. automobile trailers, and 
making use • of the campgrounds 
which have been equipped for that 
that purpose in all the National 
Parks. Superintendents report 
that these campgrounds have been 
used to a greater extent than ever 
hofor- thus relieving the pressure 
oa other park accommodation. 


(Financial Post) 

Canada must decide and decide 
soon whether or not we want to re¬ 
sume large scale immigration. 
There arc hundreds of thousands 
of people in Europe, some homeless 
and all eager to make a^fresh start 
in a new country. The gi-eat ma¬ 
jority would prefer to come to this 
Dominion if they had an oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Of those available, thousands are 
from the British Isles and north¬ 
western Europe and are of the 
same racial stock which opened 
this country. They could be made 
into fine Canadian citizens. Very 
shortly shipping will be available 
to move them out of Europe. If we 
want them, however, we must act 
quickly, otherwise they will seek 
homes in other British dominions 
or in South America which, like 
Canada, are only partially devel-

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Health Authorities 
Urge Pasteurization 
Of All Milk 


Ration Book

In view of the fact that danger¬ 
ous germs may lurk in raw milk, 
the foothills Health office has is¬ 
sued an article calling attention to 
the hazards. For those who have 
not the advantage of pasteurized 
milk delivery, the article gives in¬ 
struction on how milk may be pas¬ 
teurized in the home. The article 
"is as follows: 

As everyone knows, fresh, 
whole milk is one of the most com¬ 
plete natural foods known to man¬ 
kind. Unfortunately however, un¬ 
less the milk comes from healthy 
cows and is handled by healthy 
people in a thoroughly hygenic 
manner, it may harbour the get ms 
of many diseases. Among these are 
Tubercuiosis.Undulant Fever which 
is a long drawn out and sometimes 
fatal disease, believed to be re¬ 
sponsible for much ill health in its 
milder forms, Typhoid Fever, Dys¬ 
entery, Scarlet Fever and Strepto¬ 
coccal Sore Throat. 

In spite of every care in the pro¬ 
duction and handling of milk, con¬ 
tamination with one or more of 
these diseases may occur. 

In order to eliminate all risk of 
these diseases being carried by 
milk, the process of pasteurization 
was evolved many years ago, and 
is how used in every civilized coun¬ 
try in the world. Milk which has 
been pasteurized is absolutely-safe, 
and is free from harmful disease 
germs of all kinds. Insist on buy¬ 
ing only pasteurized milk for your¬ 
self and your family. It will be 
labelled “Pasteurized” on the bot 
tie rap. 

For those people who live in the 
country and are unable to obtain 
commercially pasteurized milk, the 
following direction may he follow¬ 
ed for pateurizing milk in the 
home. The only special equipment 
necessary is an accurate ther¬ 
mometer, registering to ICO to 170 
degress Fahrenheit. 

1. Heat the milk in the top of a 
double boiler or in a saucepan 
which has been placed iff a larger 
pan containing water. Do not ap¬ 
ply heat directly to the container 
of milk. 

2. Place a clean thermometer in 
the milk and stir the milk continu¬ 
ously and gently with a clean 
spoon. Watch the thermometer 
and heat the milk quickly to 160 
degreesF. 

3. As soon as the thermometer 
reads 160 F. remove the container 
of milk from the water bath and 
place it immediately in a pan of 
cold water, preferably water con¬ 
tainin'.' ice. 

4. When the milk has been cool¬ 
ed to 600 degrees F. place it in the 
refrigerator. If the milk is poured 
into another container before 
placing it in the refrigerator, be 
sure to scald the container with 
boilini' watir first. 

5. If you do not have an accur¬ 
ate thermometer, do not guess at 
the temperature but boil all raw 
milk.

To Reconsider 
Milk Subsidy 

The question of whether the sub¬ 
sidy to Canadian milk producers is 
to be continued or dropped has not 
yet been settled. Acting Prime 
Minister St. Laurent said early 
last week that “as soon as time 
permits” the government will give 
‘ further careful consideration” to 
possible continuation of the milk 
producers subsidy of 55c per hun¬ 
dredweight, now due to be aban¬ 
doned Sept. 30. 

The statement was in reply to 
one from Premier Douglas of Sas¬ 
katchewan rfrho .>-aid his govern¬ 
ment ‘earnestly urges reconsidera¬ 
tion’ of the decision to discontinue 
the subsidy. 

Mr. St. Laurent took issue with 
Mr. Douglas' statement that the 
federal government “cannot con¬ 
sistently allow the cost-of-living to 
climb and at the same time refuse 
workers a reasonable increase in 
wages.”
